Three women and five chil- 
dren, all white, were kidnaped, but 
subsequently were released. The es- 
tate of A. L. Bruce was also attacked. 
Then the natives raided a store at 
Blantyre, seizing arms and ammuni- 
tion, but made no attack on the whites 
there. 

The Governor of Nyasaland advised 
the British government that the situ- 
ation is well in hand. Three ring- 
leaders of the rebellion have been ex- 
ecuted. The chief of these leaders 
still is at large, but a British force 
has attacked his village.

ALVESTON (Tex.) Jan. 31,—The 
steamthip Dacia departed at 
noon today from Galveston for 

Rotterdam with 11,000 bales of cotton 
to be trans-shipped to Bremen. 

Telegraphic orders to get under way 
were received by Capt. George Me- 
Donald from E. N. Breitung of New 
York, the owner. In two hours the 
vessel had taken on a pilot and was 
outside the harbor. 

The Dacia cleared January 22. Her 
delay here is yet unexplained and her 
agent and master said they did not 
know why she was waiting. The 
Dacta’s cotton cargo is valued at 
$880,000, or 16 cents a pound laid 
down in Bremen. 

The sailing of the Dacia today is 


expected to add another chapter to 
the national incident which was be- 


gun when the former Hamburg- 
American line steamer was transferred 
from German to Ame n registry 


shortly after the vessel was interned 
at Port Arthur, Tex., following the 
outbreak of the European war. 

Her new, owners announced that 
the Dacia Was bought with the inten- 
tion of aging in the cotton trade 
with ny. bet immediate ep- 
position from ne Brittsh governnient 
caused the destination of the vessel 
to be changed from Bremen to Rot- 
terdam, a neutral port. The United 
States government asked the British 
government if safe conduct would he 
given the Dacia to carry one cargo 
of cotton to Rotterdam to help the 
cotton situation, the vessel then to 
return to the United Sates. This pro- 
postal brought reply that the vessel t- 
self must be considered contrabrand 
by the British, who have not recog- 
nized the legality of her transfer to 
American registry in time of war, 
but that every facility would be af- 
forded to have the cotton reach its 
destination. It was said the cargo 
would be transferred to ahother 
steamer for shipment to Rotterdam, if 
the Dacia was seized. 

Seizure of the steamer is expected 
to result in prize court proceedings

BURIAN SEES KAISER 
TO SAVE DUAL EMPIRE. 


ONDON, Feb. 1, 2:47 a.m-—The 
‘i Copenhagen correspondent of the 

Daily Mail asserts that Baron Bur- 
flan, the Austro-Hungarian Foreign 
Minister, at his recent meeting with 
the German Emperor, drew a doleful 
picture of the plight of the dual mon- 
archy and urged that the time had 
argived for the Germanic powers to 
consider most seriously the possibil- 
ities for a tolerable peace. . 

The Daily Mail attaches great im- 
portance to the dispatch, Which is 
dated Thursday, and was delayed in 
transmission. 

The dispatch says: 

From a most trustworthy and well- 
informed source in Berlin I received 
the following statement regarding the 
negotiations between the German 
statesmen and Baron Burian. who re- 
cently visited the German Chancellor 
in Berlin and Emperor William at the 
army headquarters in France. 

“Baron Burian, whose sole object 
it is to save what can be saved of the 
dual monarchy, represented to the 
Germans that the situation in Austria 
was most precarious and that if the 
Russian advance on Budapest is not 
stopped the effect may very probably 
be the downfall of Austria and the 
complete collapse of Hungary, which

must later entail as a logical sequence, 
also, the downfall of Germany. 

“Therefore, Baron Burian urged 
that the Russians must, at all costs, 
be repulsed, and that Germany must 
send large reinforcements to Hungary 
te prevent a catastrophe. In any case, 
he sald, it was doubtful if it would 
be possible for them to resist the 
Russians and Servians, and perhaps 
also the Rumanians. Therefore, it 
was necessary, seriously, to examine 
into the question of peace. iL 

“A definite defeat would mean a 
debacle for Austria-Hungary, and the 
partition cf the empire. His advice to 
Germany was to consider most seri- 
ously the possibilities of a tolerable 
peace. He advised Germany not to re- 
ject fundamentally the thought of 
peace on the grounds of a prcebable 
disarmament of Europe. If Germany 
were disposed to treat on such terms 
he believed the other conditions 
would be tolerable. Perhaps it would 
be necessary to leave the French part 
ef Alsace to France and to give up 
some Polish provinces to a new Po- 
land, but if Russia would relinquish 
a province and Austria a part of 
Galicia to Poland no real sacrifice 


for Germany would be entailed. 

“Austria would then leave the rest 
of Galicia te Russia and Bukowina to 
Rumania, and, if necessary, a part of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina to Servig and 
Montenegro.”

ROMB, Jan. 31.—A royal decree is- 
sued today suspends entirely the duty 
on wheat and other cereals and flour. 
Previously the duty on wheat had Been 
reduced from $1.50 to 60 cents per 
quintal (220.4 pounds,) with large re- 
duction of corn, rye, oats, flour and 
cornmeal. 

In addition the decree declares that 
if it Is necessary, wheat will be trans- 
ported on the railways and steam- 
ships at half rates. 

The government ts authorized by the 
Gecree to ascertain the quantity of 
wheat and other cereals now in pri- 
vate storehouses. 

Notwithstanding the decree and the 
measures adopted by the government, 
a large meeting was held at the Labor 
Exchange today, at which inflamma- 
tory speeches were made in protest 
against the high price of bread. It 
was charged that the high prices were 
due to the government being unable to 
prevent contraband wheat from going 
to the belligerenta. 

A resolution was passed at the meet-

ECONOMIC EXHAUSTION.

The sinking of two 
steamers yesterday is in accordance 
with this policy. Taking off the crews 
before destroying the ships, the Ger- 
man officers acted in acccrdance with 
recognized practice. The vessels sunk 
flew the British flag, but Germany 
has the right, according to the Dec- 
laration of London, to send neutral 
ships to the bottom under certain 
conditions. Article No. 49 of the dec- 
laraticn provides that “a neutral ves- 
sel which has been captured by a bel- 
ligerent warship, and which would be 
Hable to candemnation. may be de- 
stroyed” if her conveyance to a port 
where a prize court is sitting would 
involve danger to the safety of the 
warship or to the success of the cp- 
erations in which she is engaged at 
the time. 

But if the capture of the neutral 
vessel should subsequently be held to 
be invalid, the captor must pay com- 


pensation to the parties interested, in 


place of the restitution te which 
they would have been entitled. If 
neutral goods not liable to condem- 
nation have been destroyed with the 
vessel, the owner of such goods is 
entitled to compensation. 

The citation of these provisions of 
the declaration of London is inter 
esting at this time, especially in view 
of the efforts President Wilson is 
making te have enacted into law the 
ship purchase bill. If merchant ves- 
sels should be acquired and put into 
the British trade, some of them may 
suffer destruction. It is important, 
therefore, to ascertain, and the ex- 
perts here have been investigating the 
matter, whether such acts could be 
made the subject of protests by the 
United States. Their conclusion is 
that they can be, under certain cir- 
cumstances, according to the declara- 
tion of London, for under the very 
terms of that declaration, destruc- 
tion of neutral prizes can be made 
only in exceptional cases and then 
with a knowledge on the part of the 
captor that he has committed an act 
which must be repaired 
where there was no reason for de- 
struction. 

The United States went to war in 
1812 to maintain neutrality im- 
munities. It has been a consistent ad- 
vocate of these tmmunities. The de- 
velopment of the war as discussed 
above involve the question whether 
these immunities shall be preserved 
er curtailed and because of the in- 
fluence the decision will have upon the 
national life, it must be awaited with 
keen concern by every citizen of the 
republic.

IMMENSE ARMY 
NEAR SERVIA.

LONDON, Feb. 1.—According to the 
Daily Mail's Venice correspondent 
telegrams received there from Bucha- 


rest and Uskub say that an immense 
Austro-German army is concentrated 
at Tekia Schipka, on the Danube, at 
the junction of the Hungarian, Ruma- 
nian and Servian frontier. This force, 
the dispatch adds, is ready to pour 
into Servia, but is prevented from 
moving by the floods. 


WHO OWNS THE BULLET? 


Is it the Man Into Whom it was 
Fired, the Surgeon Extracting it, or 
the State? 

[Baltimore American:] The ques- 
tion. to whom does the projectile in 
the body of a wounded soldier be- 
long? is discussed gravely by Court 
Assessor Lange in the German 
Juristic Magazine, with an article de- 
claring the ownership of such mis- 
Alles to reside in the state. 

A bullet. he says, is not an owner- 
leas object. The soldier who sends 
it on its way does not thus surrender 
his state's ownership in it. His object 
is merely to do as much damage as 
he can. and it must be assumed that 
he intends to reobtain possession of 
the missile thereafter for recasting or 
other possible use. If, however, it 
be assumed that the state originally 
owning the projectile gives up its 
ownership by firing it away, it does 
not even then belong to the man un- 
lucky enough to get in its way, but 
to his state, under international law 
and the law prizes of War. 

“The wounded man the 
missile only as the representative of 
the state of which he is a subject,” 
writes Herr Lange. 

The question of bullet ownership 
appears to have arisen first in a 1 
garian hospital during the Balkan 
wars in 1912. A quarrel arose be- 
tween a wounded soldier and a 
surgeon, both of whom laid claim 
to an extracted bullet. Herr Hachen- 
berger, a well-known German jurist, 
considered the subject exhaustively at 
that time, but without coming to a 
definite conclusion, except in so far 
as to decide that the missile did not, 
in any case, belong to the surgeon. 
Profs. Franke and Zittelmann, also 
noted German jurists, considered the 
subject in the following year. Both 
reached the conclusion that the pro- 
ſectile belonged to the soldier.

Oscar Straus Indorses Plan 
for War's Abolition, 


For Universal Alliance and a 
World Parliament. 


— 


Hague Conference Member's 
Notable Address. 


— 

Oscar Straus, appointed in 1902 to 
au the vacancy of ex-President Har- 
rison aas a member of the Permanent 
Court of Arbitration at The Hague, 
also former Secretary of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor 
and more recently Ambassador Ex- 


traordinary to Turkey. spoke yester- 
day morning at Blanchard Hall on 
“The Issues of War and Peace.” 
After reviewing some of the causes 
of the war and tne failures to pre- 
serve peace made by The Hague as 
well as by national treaties and al- 
liances, Mr. Straus-—-whose words 
carry weight into the very highest 
of diplomatic councils—called atten- 
tion to the world-embracing plan to 
secure, maintain and guarantee uni- 
versal peace, advanced by Gen. Har- 
rison Gray Otis. He spoke of this 
as one of the most feasible and com- 
prehensive proposals that has been 
made to end war for all time. 

Mr. Straus stated that our world 
civilization had so far been provincial; 
that whereas nations within their 
own boundaries have taken wise, legal 
and police precautions to keep the 
peace and to prevent private.citizens 
from wreaking personal vengeance, 
yet they have not applied the same 
intelligent arbitrative and legal pre- 
cautions to prevent one nation from 
making wanton aggression against an- 
other. 

Explaining briefly that it is not 
feasible to expect the nations to 
abandon their armament by agree- 
ment, and that, for the present at 
least, every nation of importance must 
have sufficient armament to defend 
it against an unrighteous neighbor, 
Mr. Straus then outlined the evolu- 
tion of civilized nations, and in con- 
clusion showed that the plan sug- 
gested is the next logical advance- 
ment among the governments. 

First, Mr. Straus pointed out, a 
nation sought to maintain peace by 
merely keeping its own people united 
and independent; next, nations be- 
Zan to make treaties one with another 
for mutual protection and advantage; 
and then in the desperate effort ta 
maintain the so-called “balance of 
power,” complicated ‘allfinces were 
arranged, arraying several nations 
against several other nations. It waa, 
he said, largely because of those al- 
Hances that many countries, which 
might easily otherwise have escaped 
war at this time, were drawn into the 
ww vortex of the European strug- 
gle. 


UNIVERSAL ALLIANCE. 

“Our civilization has broken down. 
Our religion as it has been applied 
has broken down. Our treaties and 
our alliances have broken down, and 
now,” said Mr. Straus in directly re- 


need is a universal alliance. This 
is to be not a Utopia, not a visionary 
arrangement effective only so long as 
there are no dangers, but a prac- 
tical, working and binding agreement 
among the nations of the earth based 
on the idea of our Federal Union. 
Every State in the Union is free to 
maintain its own government and reg- 
ulate its own affairs, but the interest 
of every State must be subordinated 
to the right of all. No State is al- 
lowed to break away from the Un- 
ion and plunge the other States into 
war, and no nation should be allowed 
to break away from international al- 
—2 and plunge the world into 

Gen. Otis has proposed that. 
through an International Congress, or 
World Parliament, the nations agree 
to jointly use all of their strength 
and influence, backed by their respec- 
tive military and naval armaments, to 
maintain peace; and that they bind 
themselves to act at all times jointly 
to protect the common interest, the 
territorial integrity and the independ-. 
ent autonomy of each and all nations; 
and that they also bind themselves 
not to expand or seek to expand the 
territorial limitations as they exist at 
the time the universal alliance ig con- 
cluded. An International Court of 
Arbitration is to be established, and 
an international army also, which will 
see that the decisions of the court are 
respected and obeyed. 

Mr. Straus pointed out as his rea- 
son for looking with more favor upon 
this plan than upon those providing 
for international disarmament, is that 
under the arrangements proposed by 
Gen. Otis, adequate power is to be 
placed behind its purpose to guarantee 
peace for all, and to perpetuate the 
sovereignty of each of the nations 
composing the alliance, and that, as 
the alliance grows and gains in per- 
manence, the question of diminution 
of armaments in each nation will fol- 
low as a consequence and result. 
THE RIGHT WAY. 


Mr. Straus cited the Treaty of 
Ghent (which was merely an agree- 
ment between the United States and 
England to stop fighting, though 
neither was the victor) and the subse- 
quent hundred years of peace be- 
tween English-speaking people, as the 
most salutary form of arranging peace 
out of war that could be devised. He 
pointed out that when war went to 
its ultimate conclusion, leaving one 
nation to victoriously impose burden- 
some terms upon the conquered, feel- 
ings of revenge were almost per- 
manently implanted in the defeated 
people, so that they prepared and 
prayed for the day of vengeance. 
“This.” he said, “is thoroughly illus- 
trated in the resentment that the 
French people have continuously 
borne against the Germans since the 
Franco-Prussian war, and is one of 
the most potent reasons why it is 
difficult to arrange effectively for in- 
ternational peace as long as one na- 
tion remembers the humiliation it has 
suffered from another.” 

From that. and other remarks of 
the same nature, Mr. Straus let it be 
understood, without specifically say- 
ing so, that the best thing possible

FLEE FOR THEIR LIVES 
FROM RUINED COUNTRY. 


RANCOIS ROM, an internation- 

al banker of Brussels, with his 

wife and daughter, Miss Manon, 
are here as refugees until the time 
when the tide of battle shall permit 
the salvage of a great business. By 
the fortune of his bank having branch 
establishments in Moscow, Cairo and 
Paris, Mr. Rom was able to secure 
sufficient funds to come here until 
the war recedes from his native land. 
The family, whese members are the 
firat Belgians to reach Los Angeles 
since the war began, are at the Bev- 
erly Hills Hctel. 
Three of his banks are in the 
hands of the Germans, those in Brus- 
sels, Liege and Antwerp. Also, the 
Germans have taken his great factory 
for the construction of armored au- 
tomobiles, one of the largest fac- 
tories of the kind in the werld. It 
was this factory that gave to the Bel- 
gian army the armored motor cars 
that figured so prominently in the 
first months of the fighting. 

When the Germans came to Brus- 
sela, Mr. Rom and his family re- 
mained in their mansion, determined 
to abide there throughcut the occu- 
pation, but the order came for every 
able-bodied man to assist in digging 
trenches for the German defenses. 
This Mr. Rom refused to do. He told 
no one of his refusal, however. but 
quietiy, by night, he and his family 
disappeared frem Brussels, over into 
Holland, then to England, and then 
to America. 

Somewhere in Belgtum ts Mrs. 
Rom's mother, Mrs. 8. Haines, a 
wealthy woman, 72 years old, who 
lived in a mansion in Antwerp. Dur-

That 
morning she arose early and prepared 
a dish most liked bv her pets. Into 
it she sprinkled poison, and then, 
one by one, she valled her dogs to her 
and fed them the fatal portions. And 
then she tieft.

Belle White Home Gets New 
Lease of Life. 


State Relents After Having 
Ordered it Closed. 


Officer is Here to Enforce

For the fourth time in eight 
months the keen eyes of Miss Anita 
Eldridge, investigator for the State 
Board of Charities and Corrections, 
will look the situation over at the bel- 
ligerent Belle White Home for Chil- 
dren. This time the young woman, who 
is an expert in her line, came from 
San Francisco to learn if Miss White 
has fulfilled the terms of the ulti- 
matum recently delivered to her by 
the board as the price of continued 
existence, in spite of its previous or- 
der to discontinue. It was the adverse 
report of Miss Eldridge, made last 
June, that precipitated a contest 
which has required more attention 
from the board than any similar case 
in some years. 

After Mies Eldridge tcid what she 
had seen, the board held a hearing 
in Los Angeles, which concluded in 
an order directing Miss White to close 
the doors of her institution. Miss 
White declined to do so. She agreed to 
make certain reforms and the threat- 
ened prosecuticn was averted. 

“The board has been very lenient 
in the Belle White home case,” Miss 
Fldridge said yesterday at the Clark. 
“Our patience has been expensive to 
the State, but all parties concerned 
have believed that the policy of giv- 
ing Miss White time to make her 
slow reforms was better than drastic 
measures. 

“T have been informed that Miss 
White has complied with part of the 
board's requirements, but not all. I 
will find out the exact situaticn with- 
in the next few days. Miss White has 
been improving conditions slowly at 
the home, and, of course, if she con- 
tinues long enough, the work will be 
brought up to the standard required 
by the board.” 

According tc the terms of the 
‘oard’s recent ultimatum to Miss 
W ite, she must limit her wards to 
only one sex: incorporate and have 
a board of directors, of both men 
and women: have competent super 
vision cf the home both day and 
night; obtain the necessary local M- 
cense, and make certain improve- 
ments in the physical conditions.

When a man wants to escape 
he just dons his coat and walks out 
of one of the gates and his disap- 
pearance is not discovered until sev- 
eral hours later when it comes time 
to check up the prisoners. 

“Why, most of the bums in town 
have come to regard this place as 
a haven of rest.” said Jailer Hender- 
son of the East Side yesterday.

sent here to work out his time, 
usually from thirty to ninety days.

Like leaven has 
that spirit worked, silently but per- 
vasively, until, in our modern day, it 
has manifested itself in a score of 
national or international fcrms of or- 
ganizations. The lodges, labor unions, 
socialism, societies for correction and 
reform, may not acknowledge the 
fountain from which thev drank. the 
quarry from which they were hewn, 
but like the church, are the ‘creation 
of the brotherly spirit of Jesus, liv- 
ing in society.

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
DEMOCRACY MUST LEARN TO UNITE 
FREE CONSCIENCE WITH 

LOYALTY. 

At the First Congregational Churth 
yesterday, the pastor, Dr. William 
Horace Day preached on the subject, 
“The English Church and the Eng- 
lish Democracy,” taking as his text 
Acts v:29. “We must obey God rather 
than men.” He said in ; 

“Between the English church, with 
its assertion of religious authority, 
and the non-conformist churches, rep- 
resenting the democratic demand for 
a free conscience, a conflict has con- 
tinued for three centuries. This 
struggle in English religious lite be- 
tween the democracy and the state 
church parallels the struggle in the 
Old Testament between the priests and 
the prophets. The prieses always 
stand for authority and the rule of 
the unchosen few, while the prophets 
stand for the right of private judg- 
ment and the democracy. In discuss- 
ing this contest there will be little op- 
portunity to present the magnificent 
work, moral and religious, done by 
the Anglican church, but rather those 
anomialies against which the {free 
churchman protests. 

“The English establishment is not 
only managed aristocratically, but it 
is primarily the church of the privi- 
leged, as the free churches are the 
churches of the people. The King is 
the head of the church and appoints 
archbishops and bishops. The clergy 
are never democratically chosen by 
the people of the parish, but are ap- 
— by the patrons of the liv- 

gs. 

“To the student of the New Testa- 
ment and expecially to the American 
who has lived in the atmosphere of 
religious liberty on this side of the 
water, the political and autocratic 
methods and the purely mechanical 
transmission of authority seem far 
from the spiritual and democratic 
ideals of the first centry as it is to 
the ideals of the English democracy 
of the twentieth century. The funda- 
mental authority in the English 
church is in the bishop. Think of 
Henry ‘VIII or Charles II. both of 
atrocious memory, being charged with 
the task of appointing the men who 
should be the voice of God to the 
English people, but today the real ap- 
pointing power resides in the Cabinet 
Minister of the King. As in time 
past, he may be a Jew, a Unitarian 
or an agnostic, as well as a devout 
Anglican. To us, the appointment of 
parish priests seems no less anoma- 
lous. The squire, or other patron of 
the living, controls it. He may sell 
it for cash as he would sell a horse; 
he may prefer to keep the living in 
his own family, if it be a fat one, and 
so one of his sons chooses to go to 
Oxford and into the church, not neces- 
sarily because he feels a call to the 
ministry, but because it is expedient 
to keep a good income within the 
family. 

“While there are a few unworthy 
men in the English priesthood, and 
many lazy ones, there are a great 
many of the most sincere, devoted, 
self-sacrificing, even though bigoted, 
Anglican clergy and the system which 
appears to us to have o many 
vanomalies, to be so undemocratic and 
iliegical, is nevertheless capable of 
producing: splendid results. But 
against the inefficiencies, the lack of 
moral leadership and the positive 
tyrannies of the English church 
tem, the democracy makes an earnest 
protest in the form of the free church 
movement. 

It takes 23.000 state clergy to 
shepherd half the people, and they do 
not do it as well in some respects as 
8803 non-conformist ministers shep- 
herd the other half. Because the 
Church of England has never been 
democratized, its clergy all too fre- 
quentivy are found in opposition to 
great moral reforms by which the 
democracy may be raised. 

“We may well ask why the Catholic 
party in the Church of Engiand with 
ite face turned backward toward 
medievalism continues to be a power- 
ful influence in this democratic age. 
whether Anglican or 
Roman, stands for one great idea— 
submission to authority and the denial 
of the right of private judgment. 
Democracy demands the right of pri- 


vate judgment and too often would 
seek to abolish authority. 
“One of the greatest lessons Eng- 


lish or American democracy must 
learn is submission to true authority. 
Upon this union of the right of pri- 
vate judgment and tha free con- 
science with persona! loyalty to Jesus 
Christ, who sald, To me all authority 
hath been given in heaven and in 
earth.’

Rev. R. W. Abberley, preaching at 
the Magnolia-avenue Christian 
(Church vesterday morning on “‘Loyal- 
tv to the Cross.“ emphasized’ the 
thought that the cross was once the 
symbol of all that is vile and ignom- 
iffious. He said in part: 

“Cicero in one of his great orations 
impeached Verres because he had 


dared to put to death a citizen of 
Nome on a cross. Such a death was 
fic onl’ for a barbarian or a slave. 


Hut Christ transfigured that emblem 
of vileness and glorified it, making it 
represent all that is beautiful in life. 
Lovalty to the cross means lovalty 
to all that it stands for in the Chris- 
tian religion. It represents, first, the 
atonement of Jesus for the world's 
sin. 

“The sacrifice on Calvary is God's 
plan of redemption for a lost race. 
We may not understand the mystery 
of it all but we can grasp the fact 
that it reveals the love of God and 
the pardon of the sinner for whom 
Christ shed his blood. The croas 
stands for Christian liberty in con- 
trast with the bondage of the law of 
Moses. Christ fulflled that law and 
we are now under the hew dispensa- 
tion of gospel liberty. Then the king- 
ship of Jesus was proclaimed from 
the cross in the three languages that 
stood for the three great products 
of the world’s life and expertence— 
Hebrew faith, Latin law and Greek 
mind. The universality of the bene- 
fite of the cross is suggested by the 
fact that Jewish priests, Roman sol- 
diers and Christian disciples were all 
present on Calvary when the divine 
tragedy was enacted.”

Rev. W. E. Tilroe, pastor of Boyle 
Heights M. E. Church preached yes- 
terday on the subject, “A Queer 
Ground.” He said in part: 

“There are two things to be said 
about the people of this text. They 
were a queer crowd and they were a 
queer crowd. Sin is peculiar and sin 
is popular. It is sad enough that both 
are things worth thinking of. 

“There was a supper. Something 
to eat. There was a great supper, 
There was much to eat and many to 
eat it. There was a congenial com- 
pany. Business men, men of wealth, 
men who had prospered in life, men 
of rank and standing, would have 
much in common and would pass an 
evening in profit and pleasure, there 
was a worthy host, one of their own 
sort, rich, refined, powerful. There 
was a free, open, earnest invitation, 
with no axes to be ground. Surely the 
man who cannot go will be sorry 
enough and the tables will be full. 
So said the man who had heard of 
the supper of the great God. ‘Blessed 
is he that shall eat bread in the King- 
dom of God.’ No, said the great 
Teacher, the tables will be empty. 
They all with one consent began to 
make excuse.’ Sin is a thing out of 
character, peculiar, strange, abnormal, 
queer. There is nothing so obvious as 
that men are glad to get. Yet they 
will not sit down and feast with God. 
The bargain counter is crowded. The 
free lunch is an _ institution. The 
newspaper premiums gets the sub- 
acriptions. The handier ‘jitney” runs 
oot the street car. We pay all prices 
for the good opinion of our kind. It 
is so blessed to receive, it gave point 
to the saying of Jesus that it was 
more blessed to give. Everywhere, al- 
ways, everybody is glad to get. That 
they do not take religion and right 
and heaven When at their hand, is a 
startling exception. Sin is a thing 
out of character, peculiar, strange, ab- 
normal, queer. This tale of the man 
and his supper is ridiculous, if not vo 
exactly true of the story it tells. That 
sin is wicked, that sin is degrading. 
that sin is dangerous, are lessons we 
have by heart. The Master would 
have us know as well that sin is an 
oddity, a folly, a strange and queer 
affair. 

“How do we account for the crowd 
that lives in sin? Partly by the crowd. 
The mastery of majorities is not a 
complimentary fact, but it is pitifully 
true. Some of it is the handiness of 
sin. Men do most of their wrong with 
good tools. Looking-at real estate, 
proving oxen, marrying a wife, is 
all commendable. Temptation does 
not have to be hunted up; the 
whole universe is a devil to the man 
who like devils. Some of it is the 
cost of good. A cross is not always 
upholstered. Some of it is plain 
worthlessness. Jesus say plainly, a 
good man's recompense often awaits 
the resurrection. Men are not willing 
to take a large view of existence. They 
would rather have their reward in 
hand and be small. Whatever the 
reason for the crowd, men are neither 
saved or lost in crowds. Every man 
is his own fool. Every man is his own 
wise man. Every man makes his own 
heaven and his own hell.“

It wouldn’t make a great deal of difference 
in the opinion of some people whether 
Bright personally owned the Sonoma Valley 
company, or whether Bright’s mercantile 
and bond company owned it. 

Some conservative and reactionary people 
are so old-fashioned as to demand to know 
what right have the members of the Rail- 
road Commission to sit in judgment over 
those companiees in which they are di- 
rectly financially interested. Hiram John- 
son and his half-million-dollars-a-year Rail- 
road Commission are “Progressive,” and in 
the name of progress and reform they do 
some of the funniest and strangest things 
with the State’s affairs ever heard of—such 
as, for example, appointing a fellow who 
had never been behind the “no admittance” 
doer of a bank as commissioner of the 
State’s banks. 

It seems remarkable that men qualified 
for the superintendency of all the State 
public service corporations cannot take 
care of their own personal financial affairs 
without making a scandalous mess of them. 
It is further remarkable that, with their in- 
timate and exceptional advantages for in- 
quiring into good chances for investments, 
they could not have found something to suit 
them among the businesses which are not, 
directly or indirectly, under the influence 
of the Railroad Commission. But most re- 
markable of all it is to find that these 
astute commissioners selected for the re- 
pository of their hard-earned savings a com- 
pany that has an inferior rating. 

The commissioners may be as wise and 

have as much business acumen as they 
think they have (but we doubt it,) and yet 
it is fairly certain that they have been just 
a bit careless—if nothing more. 
Many people have respected the Railroad 
Commission: a skeptical few have been con- 
vinced that it is wholly sincere, and in time 
may be worth while. But when the commis- 
sioners allow themselves, through careless- 
ness or avarice, to become entangled with 
such complications as have caught Mr. The- 
len and Col. Loveland, their usefulness on 
the commission is decidedly impaired.

The immediate effect of the intro- 
duction of the measure has been to dis- 
courage private capital and daunt personal 
initiative, to hold up contracts for new 
steamships and reduce shipbuilding, and 
thus to lessen the too meager tonnage 
available for sea-borne commerce. 

What industry, what business, wants to 
have the United States treasury as a com- 
petitor? The President and Secretary Me- 
Adoo acknowledge that they do not expect 
to make any money: that they are prepared 
to operate their steamship services at a 
loss, but that when these services become 
established they will be disposed of to private 
shipowners for whatever they will bring! 
President Wilson and Secretary .McAdoo 
acknowledge also that the, result of free 
ships and partially revised navigation laws 
since August last has been inadequate and 
disappointing. 

These government-owned ships will cost 
just as much more to maintain against for- 
eign ships as would privateowned Amert- 
can vessels. They will be at as much of a 
disadvantage against foreign subsidies and 
bounties. But these governmentowned 
steamships, if experience means anything, 
will not be managed with us much economy 
and enterprise as privateowned business 
undertakings. Therefore, their inevitable 
deficit at the end of a year or two years or 
three years will be far greater than would 
be the deficit of a privateowned American 
ocean fleet and will require a far greater 
subsidy or compensation from the national 
treasury. 

President Wilson has defied all precedent 
and violated the most cherished traditions 
of his party. Professing hatred of subsidy 
he has committed his administration to the 
most wasteful and extravagant subsidy that 
could be conceived. The President's plan is 
so essentially unsound. so dangerous, that 
many of his own party are in revolt against 
it, and in both houses of Congress oppost- 
tion ts so strong that a special session next 
spring or summer to be devoted exclusively 
to this proposal is already threatened from 


cious time is already wasted. Unless the 
President abandons his purpose nearly a 
whole year will have been lost—and in a 
year a whole large new fleet could have 
been constructed. 

Government ownership cannot add new. 
ships without first building them. The use 
of interned vessels of belligerents would be 
even more hazardous and trouble-provoking 
if they were government-owned than if 
privateowned—and all existing neutral 
ships are already available for commerce. 

What the American government could 
have done and should have done last Au- 
gust, when the war broke out, was to offer a 
proper compensation to American citizens 
who would immediately contract for the con- 
struction of ocean-going steamships built on 
designs approved by the Navy Department 
as transports, colliers and supply ships, to 
be turned over to the government in time of 
war. Good freight steamers can be com- 
pleted -in seven months; some of these 
ships would soon be ready for service. 
Many others could be finished in nine 
months, ten months, a year. A great new 
fleet might have been ready to convey food- 
stuffs and cotton overseas before the inev- 
table long debate on this most imprac- 
ticable and extravagant government owner 
ship scheme can be concluded. 

President Wilson had a great opportunity 
to serve his country’s commerce and to 
create a naval reserve in the quickest pos- 
sible way at the least possible cost. He 
missed his chance, and his face is now stub- 
bornly set in the wrong direction.

RUSH, SPRINTER, TO COACH 
FOOTBALL AT PRINCETON. 


EW YORK, Jan. 31.—The work of 

John Harland (Speedy) Rush as 
~ head football coach at Princeton 
University for the season of 1915 will 
be followed with more than ordinary 
interest by eastern gridiron enthusiasts 
next autumn, 

Rush's appointment is another ex- 
ample of those rare cases where a 
prominent university football squad 
has been placed under the charge of a 
man who made a collegiate athletic 
record in lines apart from football. 

The new Tiger coach followed the 
game while a student at what is now 
known ae Grinnell College, but after 
entering Princeton devoted his time to 
track athletics. 

As a sprinter he was one of the best 
ever developed at the Orange and 
Rlack university. In 1898 he estab- 
lished his record of 9 4-5 seconds for 
the hundred and won second place in 
both the 100 and 440 at the intercol- 
legiate games of that year running 
second to Tewksbury of Pennsylvania 
and Jarvis of Princeton, respectively. 
He aleo holds the XA. U. record of 
9 4-5 seconds for the 100 with Owens, 
Wefers, Maybury, Schick, Biair, Eaton 
and Parsons. 

Like Rob Zuppke, the famous Uni- 
versity of Illinots coac who never 
played football, Rush has developed a 
number of high clase elevens while 
actine as coach at University School, 
Mleveland. His coaching ability § is 
further attested by the fact that a 
number of his pupils have made all- 
American football and track teama 
after entering eastern § universities 
from the Cleveland echool. 

Personally Rush has the necessary

IGHWAY BONDS 
TO BE DISCUSSED. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 31.—A 
bond issue to total over $1,250,000 will 
be taken up seriously by the Board of 
Supervisors tomorrow in connection 
with the plan to provide a complete 
system of highways through the 
county. The plan proposes only per- 
manent work. It is expected to call 
the election at the earliest possible 
date. 

For two months the County Road 
Commission has had engineers prepar- 
ing the necessary specifications. These 
will be presented, together with the 
desired estimate, to the board tomor- 
row, it is expected. There will also 
be presented an estimate of the 
amount needed to provide bridges for 
the State highway. The county per- 
manent road plan is distinct from the 
State highway work, for which the 
county is already standing good over 
$500,000. 

The Supervisors will include in the 

posed bond issue a proposition for 
$150,000 for a County Hospital, and 
probably $26,000 for a County Deten- 
tion Home. Delay in bringing the 
matter to a focus has been caused by 
the need of cutting down the en- 
gineer’s road bond estimate to get it 
under the $1,000,000 mark, so that 
all the propositions would come within 
the limit of $1,450,000, over which 
the county cannot go in voting bonds.

other patriotic societies. 
The line, composed of marchers 
two abreast, extended the length of 
the block when the bugle sounded 
church call, and the march into the 
pews began. A great silk flag, that 
slowly furled as it passed into the 
windless space of the church audito- 
rium, was stationed in the center of 
the pews reserved for the patriots 
and a mass of smaller flags decorated 
the place. Mrs. Josephine E. Gail- 
braith, .patriotic instructcr of the 
Roosevelt auxiliary, was in charge of 
the ceremony. 
The Tuskegee singers, rendering na- 
tive religious melodies, with the 
sonorous repetitions in their songs 
that the negroes love so much, were 
a delightful feature of the programme, 
giving six songs. They are members 
of a company now in Los Angeles and 
volunteered their services for the eve- 
ning. 

With them was Charles Wood, 
who gave a negro recitation that 
startled the church audience into ap- 
plause. The audience was immediate- 
ly pardoned by the pastor, the Rev. 
William Horace Day. In a brief talk, 
he told of the growth of the Tuskegee 
Institute, and as an illustration of the 
great good done the negro students, 
pointed out the reccrd of more than 
9000 male graduates, only three of 
whom had ever been in jail or trouble 
of any kind. More than 140,000 negro 
students had graduated from the In- 
stitute, and every one knows a trade 
at which he cr she can make a com- 
fortable living. 

The sermon was dGelivered by Dr. 
Morris H. Turk from the text, “Christ, 
the Supreme Patriot.” Dr. Turk ana- 
lyzed the qualities that made for the 
highest order of patriotism, end then 
showed that Jesus was the greatest 
patriot of all, because of his intelli- 
gent sacrifice, his wise loyalty and 
his abiding faith.

NOTABLE LIFE OF SERVICE Is 
BROUGHT TO CLOSE.

Pioncer Who Passed Away at 
Home Here Gave Sterling Work 
to Upbuilding of the Middle West 
and of Southern California—RKc- 
membered for His Integrity.

Lacking less than tic months from 
his eighty-sixth birthday, Mr. Ger 
hard Eshman died at his home -& 
this cty last Saturday. His life, though 
little exposed to the public gaze, was 
notable as the career of one who in 
every relation fulfilled every duty and 
Mr. Eshman was of German birth, 
born in Leuscheid, in the kingdom 
of Prussia, March 29, 1829. 
When he became of age he came to 
the United States, setiling first at 
Hartfcrd, Ct. He then moved to the 
city of New York, where he remained 
until 1853. The Middle West seemed 
then a land of promise, and with the 
energy of the pioneering spirit, Mr. 
Eshman moved to Terre Haute, Ind.. 
then almost a frontier town. There 
he lived, engaged in business, pros- 
pered, married. The spell of the West 
and the opportunities of Scuthern 
California drew him to Los Angeles 
in 1886. 
While living in Terre Haute he mar- 
ried Miss Louise Lange, in July, 1855.

GEOLOGIST MADE TRUSTEE OF 
STANFORD UNIVERSITY. 


Ralph Arnold, Los Angeles consult- 
ing geologist and petroleum engineer, 
who has also a wide reputation as a 
scholar of archoeology has been elected 
to the board, of trustees of Stanford 
University, a body which controls ab- 
solutely the policy and financing of 
that Institution, the third most highly 
endowed university in the United 
States. 

Mr. Arnold graduated from Stan- 
ford in 1899, and took his Ph.D. 4e- 
gree three years later. He is the 
third Stanford man to be elected to 
the board, and the second one now on 
it. His election is taken as the de- 
ginning of a policy with its final ob- 
ject as the placing of all control of 
the university in the hands of Stan- 
ford alumni. He was selected because 


of his appreciation of the academic 
and educational side of running the 
institution. 
After leaving Stanford and previous 
to 1909, Mr. Arnold was in the em- 
loy of the United States Geological 
urvey. In that year he entered pri- 
vate practice as an oll geologist and 
engineer. During his career, his pro- 
fessional activities have included most 
of the oll flelds of the United States, 
Mexico and South America. At pres- 
ent he is directing the economic and 
geologic survey of the oil resources 
of Venezuela for the government of 
that country. Twenty-five American 
geologists and a large number of na- 
—— are employed in these investiga- 
ons. 
His work for the United States gov- 
ernment included a reconnaissance of 
the tertiary formations of the Pacific 
Coast, and following this he was put 
in charge of the government's investi- 
gations in the Caltfornia oll flelds. 
He has been connected with several 
of the important California oil deals 
within recent years. 
Outside of his practical work, Mr. 
Arnold has a distinctly high stand- 
ing in the scholarship field of 
paleontology, in which field he is the 
author of a large number of important 
contributions to science, his chief 
work being the 400-page memoir of 
the California Academy of Sciences
